Culture of Mamillarias 


AMILLARIAS are found principally in Mexico 

though many are native to the U. S. They extend 
south through Central America to Colombia and Ven- 
ezuela, but become progressively less numerous be- 
low Tejuantepec. Generally they are mountain species 
inhabiting the semi-desert ranges. Some however are 
found right down on the salty sand of the beach. 


Though their habitats differ very widely yet in cul- 
tivation they all seem to thrive under very much the 
same treatment. In general those with white spines 
seem to come from the driest regions and often from 
limestone country. For this reason we recommend a 
quite porous soil with powdered eggshells or old 
lime mortar from brick walls or plaster. However, 
all varieties like the lime. Our Soil Conditioner is 
useful and our Cactus Compost needs only the addi- 
tion of loam and sand to make a perfect Cactus soil.

CULTURE OF ORCHID CACTI 


Their care is very simple and easy and presents 
no difficulties, for like all cacti they adapt them- 
selves readily to window or garden conditions. Let me 
first describe how they grow wild for I have found 
when I know the natural conditions under which 
plants grow I can better comprehend their likes and 
dislikes. 

Orchid Cacti are found wild in the tropical forests 
of Central and South America and NOT on dry, 
hot deserts. They are usually found growing as epi- 
phytes up in the trees rather than on the ground. 
I have found them often in Central America attached 
to bare tree trunks their cascading ‘‘leaves’’ bearing 
buds at every crenation. 


This explains why they like a moist, semi-shady 
position and, since they live in the trees, plenty of 
fresh air. The roots like a sandy but fertile soil from 
which the water drains away quickly. They like 
plenty of water during the growing season from March 
to October when they should not be allowed to get 
very dry. During the winter they may be kept a 
mite dryer to mature growth for their spring flower- 
ing season, At no time should they become dry 
enough to shrivel. If you can put them outdoors 
beneath a tree during the summer they will show 
their appreciation with a bountiful display of flowers. 
They flower from April till August on the leaves 
made during the preceding summer, never on the 
young growth. Feeding with cactus food greatly stimu- 
lates their growth and flowering. 


A soil of gritty sand, leafmold and light, fertile 
loam in about equal proportions suits them nicely. 
Do not overpot them. An average plant as shipped 
should not have a larger pot~than 4” until well 
established, Plants always reroot quicker in small 
pots where the roots have better access to the air. 
Winter them in a cool place above 45 degreees.

CACTI RELATED To 
Mamillarias 


HERE are several groups of interesting cacti more or less 

closely related to the Pincushions but differing slightly in 
their flowers, fruits, seeds or in the type of nipples borne. All 
of them bear nipples and in general have’ the appearance of 
Mamillarias, some bearing lovely blossoms considerably larger 
than the true Mamillarias. They thrive under the same treat- 
ment, liking a sandy but fertile soil, and when they are grow- 
ing, i.e., forming new nipples, they will appreciate being kept 
just moist. Echinomastus, however, should be kept drier than 
other genera. Some have chunky tap-roots as many species 
of Coryphantha. The genera are found from Montana to Mexico 
a few being winter hardy in the coldest climates if’ protected 
by a snow-blanket. Some are amongst our most beautiful

te CEREUS 


A noble group of cactaceous plants widely distributed and South America being particularly 
abundant in the better watered regions. With few exceptions they are easy to grow having vigorous 
root systems and often rapid grovtth. They vary greatly in the way they grow some forming immense 
branched trees almost 50 feet tall while others may be tiny species clustering for protection at the feet of 
their lordly kin. The climbing Queen of the Night and her relatives frequent wet tropical jungles clambering 
high in the trees ovening their snowy blossoms in the airy lofts above the jungle floor, The tree-like varieties 
are mostly seen on the lower slopes of the mountains and mesas a few ascending almost to the snowline. 
They seem to be at their best where it is temperate or warm and where there is a fairly moist summer 
period although this may be followed by long months of drought. During the few months of the year when 
the rains and the sun are favorable they make their growth, expand their glorious blossoms and mature

All of them are characterized 
by having more or less developed pseudocaphaliums or ‘‘heads’’ of 
silky white hair from which the flowers emerge. Interestingly the heads 
are generally produced on the side away from the sun. This hairy head 
may be very pronounced with long, silky tresses in thick, spectacular 
mats. They are generally considered as amongst the most fascinating 
plants of the cactus world.

Cerei are, with few exceptions, vigorous, strong growers of easy cul- 
ture presenting no particular problems to the cultivator. They are mostly 
native to the better watered slopes of warm semi-desert regions. The 
most popular types such as the Peruvian Apple Cactus, Povder Blue 
Cereus, Torch Cacti, Old Man Cacti, Cleistocactus, Giant Cereus, etc., 
enjoy fairly generous treatment. They are vigorous rooting plants and I 
have found they thrive splendidly in a _ porous soil of one part 


sandy loam 1% parts gritty builders sand, 1 part leafmold or our Cactus 
Compost and a sprinkling of Cactus Soil Conditioner. While growing they 
are greatly helped by regular feedings every 2 veeks with our Cactus 
Food. They will grow almost anywhere but prefer a sunny position in the

To this grand group belong some 
of the most popular and pretty Cacti 
found in Mexico. They are usually 
small plants, often flowering several 
blossoms showing at once. The plants 
appear as though carved from stone 
and no collection is complete with- 
out them. 

CULTURE. They grow readily in 
the window garden and are not too 
particular liking a sunny position if 
you have it. Give them a sandy fer- 
tile soil and when growing, an occa- 
sional application of Cactus Food. In 
watering do not keep them wet but 
let them almost dry out between wa- 
terings.

FASCINATING BARREL CACTI 
cr KCHINOCACTUS 


HESE barrel-shaped cacti are a very attractive group found scattered from the 

United States to Argentina. They vary greatly in their size and shape and in the kinds 
of flowers and fruits they bear. Some are tiny species the size of walnuts, others are 
10 ft. tall and a yard in thickness. They may be identified in two great geographical 
groups, the North American ones centered in Mexico and embracing such plants as 
Bishop’s Cap, Golden Barrel, Cat’s Claw, Agave Cactus, etc., the South American ones the 
Parodias, Lobivias, Chin Cacti, Ball Cacti, ete. I have placed under Echinocacti most of 
the globular types even though technically some are related more closely to the Cerei. 
Almost all of them have one feature in common (shared with their congeners, the Cerei), 
that is—ridged stems. This accordion effect, well shown in the photograph of the Star 
Cactus at the right, allows them to expand rapidly without bursting when the rains fall. 
Their flowers are regular and wheel-shaped generally though not always borne in the 
younger areoles near the top of the stems. The larger species are of interest for the 
beauty and symmetry of even the smallest seedlings. Many of the smaller ones bear really 
remarkable flowers. The delicacy and brilliance of some seem all out of proportion to 
the plants as though nature had tried to make up for the harshness of their surroundings.

CHIN CACTI 


Gymnocalycium 


The Chin Cacti are a fine group of 
miniature cacti confined to South 
America—Argentina, Paraguay, Brazil 
and Bolivia, where they are found in 
the dry foothills and mountains. Many 
of them are easily grown and have 
lovely flowers in pink, red, white and 
yellow and often flower when very 
small. Several varieties flower again 
and again practically throughout the 
summer. They are globular plants sel- 
dom exceeding the size of an orange 
although one species grows to a foot 
in diameter. The ribs are few and low, 
tubercled with a distinct ‘‘chin’’ below 
each ureole, hence their common name. 
Their scientific name is long and diffi- 
cult but simply means ‘‘naked bud’’ 
referring to the glabrous flower buds. 
The flowers of all are pretty, some- 
times much larger than the plants that 
bear them and you will find them a 
welcome addition to your window. 


CULTURE. They are of the simplest culture, 
requiring no special care. A mixture of sandy 
loam, leaf mold or our Compost and sand in 
equal parts seems to suit them well, or just a 
light fertile loam will do. In the winter keep 
them cool and on the dry side so they will 
have a good rest and be ready to flower in the 
late spring. Almost all cacti enjoy a winter rest.

AND ECHINOCEREUS 


ECHINOPSIS or Easter Lily Cacti. These are old garden 
favorites grown all over the world for their glorious lily-like 
blossoms. The plants are native to the mountain regions of South 
America apparently in the better-watered districts for most all like 
moisture. They flower with the greatest profusion almost all summer 
long. In gardens they thrive under the most varied conditions and 
live to a great age, some of my customers writing that they have 
plants well over 25 years old that always bear dozens of their 
beautiful blossoms each season. Plants are generally orange-shaped 
but with age may become tall-cylindric and often have 10-15 flowers 
open at once, every flower in the neighborhood opening on the 
same day! This peculiarity is shared by some orchids. There are 
several distinct types, the most familiar being the Pink Easter 
Lily. More recently introduced are the charming smaller species 
with harmless spines like the illustrated EK. hamatacanthus at right.

Mimicry amongst animals is common; among plants 
extremely rare. These lovely little plants are true 
mimics closely imitating the stones amongst vthich they 
grow. They come from the deserts of Southwest Africa 
where their succulence makes them a choice tid-bit 
for the roving ostrich. Probably those conspicuous 
amongst the stones soon fall prey to their catholic 
taste. They are also perfect examples of true ‘‘window 
plants,’’ the dendritic markings or patterns on their 
tops admitting diffused light to the chlorophyl hidden 
beneath the ground! There are almost one hundred 
species differing in pattern, design, shape and flower 
color! They are gregarious and many kinds may be 
planted together in a single pot or pan, spacing them 
a half inch or so apart. 

CULTURE. Since they come from the driest parts 
of Africa, they do not want much water. They like 
a sandy, gravelly soil with some leafmold and loam. 
Their growing period is short, about three months, 
and when new growth (leaves) are forming, generally 
in early spring. more water may be given. When at 
rest, water should be given sparingly at rare intervals. 
They form but one pair of leaves yearly and flover in 
the fall. Since interest lies in their perfect. adapt - 
tion to their native environment, colored pebbles may 
be placed about them to display their mimicry to 
your friends a living proof of nature’s wonders!
